A discussion was had around maintenance of the two sites 

A member raised the issue of materials to use 

DW confirmed that he had been in touch with companies and that the view that had been 
communicated to him was that outdoor skateparks should be concrete only 

Members raised concerns around the petrol station site for an outdoor skatepark; 
proximity to the A14, “out of the village”, access for emergency services, and whether the 
neighbours on the business park would support it 

Members suggested that for an indoor park the petrol station might be a good site 

A member suggested pursuing both indoor and outdoor options 


PROPOSAL: Outdoor park on the old skatepark site, indoor park on the petrol station site. 
Both proposals to be developed side-by-site. DW proposed. AM seconded. All in favour

Agenda items were combined and discussed together 


A member raised skatepark and bmx park distinction and how important it was to design 
for all users 

A member expressed the view (with wide support) that larger ramps were better (6ft was 
suggested) 

A member suggested that we should aim to utilise the entire area rather than just the 
existing (old) base 

George, AM, and TS to meet contractors 

A member suggested that CamSkate also attend (Dave was suggested) 

DW brought along documents — attached as SP002.DW01 to SP002.DW05 - for 
discussion 

DW reported that the approximate cost for the proposal was between £200-300k

A member suggested that it was important for the working party itself to raise money 
AP pointed out the complexities of specific fundraising — including that companies and 
grant organisations, once they go through the process of awarding money, are reluctant 
to have it handed back if the project doesn’t succeed (we would need to be at the 
“committed to development” stage to truly engage with them). AP to discuss in more 
detail at next meeting 

A member asked about the BHCA doing an event (AP to write to BHCA) 

A member suggested a stall at the Village Fete (DW to contact Fete Committee) 

AP proposed writing an article for the Bar Hill News (AP to action) 

A member suggested setting up a GoFundMe page (or similar) 

GT raised splitting the project into pieces of equipment and getting a piece of equipment 
atime 

SK raised sponsorship/ advertising from companies 

A member raised the issue of publicity 

AP agreed to look at fundraising for the next meeting

A member suggested we might want sponsorship of the park — for example “the XXX 
skatepark” — so we might want to hold off 

The proposal was to use the interim name “Saxon Park” for the area of ground covered 
by the old skatepark. Proposed by AM, BH seconded. All in favour.

A discussion was had around this item, it was agreed this was not clear. The discussion 
revolved around the concern that if multiple options were proposed the vote could be 
split. For example; No skatepark 40%, indoor skatepark 30%, outdoor skatepark 30% - is 
this a majority for a skatepark or a majority for no skatepark? 


AP agreed to bring this back to a future meeting in a way that is clearer.

It was agreed that it was too soon to plan for the Parish Poll (see item 15 above), and that 
we would put the options together for the working party rather than targeting the poll. 


Proposal was amended to be; What, Where, Build cost, Maintenance cost, and how it will 
be paid for. DW proposed, AP seconded. All in favour. 


AM to circulate details of the Parish Council AGM.
